Motors Corp. delayed making its 
bid for a contract settlement be- 
fore- a fast-approaching tomorrow 
midnight strike deadline.

an offer at Walter Reuther, pres- 
ident of the CIO United Auto Work- 
ers Union, and give the union lit- 
tle time to argue, only to make a 
yes or no answer.
